the goods for less money than the patentee fixes as the retail 
price. 
Example: 


A man named Gillette in Boston, invented a certain kind of a razor 
bearing his name. 
It costs him 37% cents to make It. He sells It at wholesale price 
13.85, and fixes the price for the retailer at $5.00. We have bought and 
sold those razors for some years and under that decision we are infring­ 
ing on that patent right if we scil them for less than tho fixed price ($5). 
The law don't provide for such a practice but the court “reads it 
into the law” and there is no remedy for the people. 
It is a broadside 
decision and there is no way to wet around it in tho case of any pat­ 
ented article unless the laws are changed or the decision is recalled. 


Of course we can buy another razor for less money- 
thousands of other articles covered by this Bame ruling.
